WASHINGTON, August 21.—The cabi- 


net meeting today was devoted entirely 
to consideration of momentous ques- 
tions growing oul of the capture of 
Pekin. The safety of Minister Conger 
and the other legationers bad hitherto 
absorbed the attention of the -cabinet 
officials, but now that this feature of 
the situation has been cleared, problems 
of a more intricate and far-reaching na- 
ture arise, problems touching the very 
existence of the Chinese empire. Sec- 
retaries Hay and Boot were absent from 
the city, so the attendance at the meet- 
ing -was necessarily small. 
President 


McKinley had with him Secretaries 
Gage, Hitchcock and Wilson and Post- 
master General Charles Emory Smith. 
ID regard to the appeal of Li Hung 
Chang for the appointment of Mr. Con- 
ger or so ire other commissioner to ne- 


otiate for a cessation of hostilities 
t was decided to reject the application 
and a'reply to this effect will be given 
Minister Wu for transmission to Li Hung 
3hang. As stated by a prominent cabi- 
net member, tbe Chinese government 
seems to be in a condition where it has 
no recognized ruler, does notknowwbat 
o do and has no powers. As China is 
an absolute monarchy, with no legisla- 
tive body, tbe emperor and empress 
dowager are all powerful and really 
constitute the empire of China. The 
Jiiited States will exercise extreme cau- 
iion in whatever steps it may take for 
.he solution of this serious Chinese 
problem. There is reason for believing 
that this nation and the others will keep 
•heir armed forces on the ground, to 
maintain a semblance of existing gov- 
ernment in the midst of the present 
chaos. Replying to 1 he petition of the 
viceroys of Nankin and Hunan, that EO 
indignities be offered to the emperor and 
empress, this government has given as- 
surance that tbe persona of the majes- 
,ies shall not be subjected to any ill 
treatmsnt. 
• 


Admiral Seymour's Letter. 


LONDON, August 21.—The Daily Ex- 


press this morning published a letter 
purporting to come from Vice Admiral 
Seymour, in which ho stoutly defends 
his action in going to the relief of the 
foreigners iu Pekin when he did- He 
says: "Two or three times our pros- 
pects were dark and disaster seemed 
probable, but t never regretted my 
step, for 1 never could have respected 
myself if 1 had not tried to rescue the 
legationers." 
Eeferring to the rela- 


tions of the allies, Admiral Seymour 
says that the dash and go of the Ameri- 
cans was not surpassed by the other in- 
ternationals in the expedition. 
The 


French were not rapproohe with any- 
body, while the Germans and Russians 
held together and tbe Americans (he 
concludes) "were always with us." 


Waiting For This Country. 


BERLIN, August 21.—Referring to the 


appeal of Li Hung Cang to the United 
States, requesting the appointment of a 
commissioner to negotiate for peace, a 
high official of the German foreign of- 
fice said to a correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press, today: "Germany is 
waiting to see what the United States 
will make. If Washington should do 
cide that Earl Li, represents any re- 
sponsible government, Germany would 
act in accordance. It is believed here 
that whatever the United States may 
do, she will not separate herself from 
the conceit of the powers. The matter 
is not the advancement of territorial 
interests, but the restoration of orderly 
conditions in China." 


Report Not Confirmed. 


LONDON, August 22, 8.-00 A. H.—In 


Ihe news received from China this 


morning, there is no confirmation of 
the report that the empress dowager 
has been run to earth. Tho foreign en- 
voys, according to the Shanghai cor- 
respondent of tbe Daily Express, are 
returning to Tien Tsin. Advices to the 
Express Gay that ttie allies entered the 
sacred city on the 15th, two days ear- 
lier than the time reported by Bear Ad- 
miral Bruce. 


American Action Approved. 


LONDON, August 22, 3:30 A. M.—The 


action of the United States in rejecting 
he appeal of Li Hung Chang for the 
appointment of a commissioner to ne- 
gotiate for a cessation of hostilities 
meete with the approval of all the 
morning newspapers. Says the Stand- 
ard: "England and all the other na- 
ions will probably follow the same 
course, until Li shows that he is author- 
ized to act as a negotiator ior the Chi- 
nese government." The Chronicle says 
that Minister Conger has at last opened 
the eyes of the state department as to 
the real oriental character. 


Reply Hot Yet Forwarded. 


WASHINGTON, August 21.—The reply 


of this government to Li Hung Chang's 
appeal has not yet been forwarded to 
the viceroy. So it was announced to- 
night. It is suggested in diplomatic 
circles that the delay may be for tbe 
purpose of learning the trend of opin- 
ion among the other powers, as it is 
presumed that an identical note was 
sent to all of them. 


An Immense Loan. 


LONDON, August 21.—It is reported 


from Odessa, according to tho Daily 
Express, that the drain on the Russian 
treasury has become so great, owing to 
the Chinese war, that a specially ac- 
credited representative of the Russian 
minister of finance has concluded an 
agreement with a syndicate of the large 
insurance companion of 
tho United 


States for a loan of three millions of 
roubles. 


Leave of Absence For Conger. 


WASHINGTON, August 21.—There is a 


probability that Minister Conger may 
be granted a leave of absence, to give 
him a cbanoe to recuperate after the se- 
vere ordeal through which he has just 
passed. A avggestion to this effect has 
ajready been made to the state depart 
ment, 


Sumner Reaches Manila.

necessary that the campaign should be 
brought to a conclusion and the burghers 
taught the futility of resistance. 
It is 


admitted, however, that the adoption of 
this policy must intensify the savage and 
bitter cb:iracter which the struggle has 
now assumed and that the immediate 
effect is likely to be a considerable ac- 
cession to the numbers of DC Wet and 
other commanders in the field.

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DEAl^OFTHETMTO 


OF THIRTY-NINE WHO MET IT AT THE 


STATION ONLY ONE SURVIVED. 


An Immlffraitt Woman Mid Her Two Chil- 


dren Curled Desolation to » Penntyl- 
T»nia Town — The Cholera |Spldemio of 
180!! and It» Ylcttaw. 
"A generation or so ago the arrival of a 


railroad train at rural stations was n thing 
of much greater rarity than it Is jxxlay," 
Bald a Pennsylvania railroad employee, 
"and it was invariably greeted by the 
gathering at the station of almost the en- 
tire population. One morning in the sum- 
mer ot 1858 I was one of a group of 80 
just such curious folk, mostly ,men— but 
there were tbreo or four women—who were 
gathered nt the railroad station at Colum- 
bia, Pa.,'awaitlng the coming of the 1m; 
migrant train from Philadelphia,- which 
was due at 6 a. m. Tbe train came in as 
usual, and three weeks from that day ev- 
ery one of that group of 89 persons was 
dead and buried except myself. The con- 
ductor of the train helped from it at Col- 
umbia a woman with two small children. 
The woman was a German immigrant, 
and both sfte and her children had been 
taken very ill on the train, and the con- 
ductor had deemed it best to leave her at 
Columbia for medical treatment. 


"Telegraphic communication was not 


yet established there with the outside 
world, nnd dally newspapers were a rarity. 
Cholera had been raging at the seaboard 
cities, but the extent of the calamity or its 
possible spread through the country was 
not appreciated in the rural districts. The 
suffering woman and her children were 
helped by sympathetic hands to a small 
frame building near by, and eome.ono ran 
for a doctor. It was some time before the 
doctor come, and in the interval every one 
in that crowd had come in contact with 
the suffering immigrants in efforts to help 
their intense suffering. The doctor arrived 
at last, but the mother of the children had 
become worse GO rapidly that who -was in 
the throes of death. 
The doctor had no 


sooner ecen her face than he turned -where 
ho stood and waving bis hands frantically 
toward the crowd exclaimed: 
" 'Cholera! My God, choleral' 
"Instantly we fled. I remember that I 


found myself biding behind a pile of lum- 
ber a long way from the station. I was in 
tboso days a clerk in a store at Columbia. 
I was only a young chap, but I had sense 
enough to say to myself that if I was 
doomed to tbo cholera It would bo just us 
well for mo to remnin In Columbia as to 
go elsewhere, and so I staid, but when tbo 
awful news spread—the two children of 
tbo German woman having died not long 
after she died—people began leaving Co- 
lumbia pcllmell to escape the dreaded con- 
sequences of that accidental Infection. 
This frantic exodus lasted but a duy, now- 
e\er, tor the people of the outlyingcountry 
placed on the people of Columbia what 
was perhaps the most effective quarantine 
that was ever placed on any people in this 
or any other country. They stationed cor- 
dons of armed guards all about Columbia, 
with Instructions to shoot down any per- 
son who attempted to pass from that in- 
fected place to neighboring towns. Before 
this had been done, though, many of Co 
lumbia's residents had fled to York, Har- 
risburg and other towns, and, as the ro 
suit proved, Infected those places. 


"Within three days after the death ol 


tbo German woman and her children chol- 
era hod possession of the town. It was 
tho custom then in Pennsylvania run.] 
towns when n person died for tho soston 
of some church to toll the bell a stroke foi 
each year that the decedent had lived, and 
the cholera epidemic was soon sucb in Co 
him bin that the tolling of the church bell? 
became continuous. The deaths wore sc 
numerous that for threo weeks, day 01 
night, there was not a minute when the 
church bolls were not tolling. 
Some one 


had suggested early In this awful time 
that the burning of soft coal and pitch In 
tho streets -would so purify the air that the 
result would be the staying at tho spread 
of the pestilence. We had no anthracite, 
coal then, and soft coal and pitch wore 
heaped at every street corner and fired. 
The heavy black smoke from these flrca 
rose and hung over tho place for weeks 
like a poll. Whether it did any good 01 
not I can't say, but I Know that it added 
to tho gloom of tho scenes wo had to wit 
ness daily. 


"I said that out of the 89 people who 


met ttint emigrant train on that beautiful 
summer morning only myself survived, 
but I did not say that I helped in thu 
burial of every one of them, among them 
my brother, and my father. Deaths wcro 
so frequent tbnt wo all became hardened. 
Instead of fright an utter disregard of thu 
value of life governed every one. I met 
one day the man I was working for. 
" 'How are you?' he said. 
" 'All right thus far,' I replied. 
"One hour later I helped lower his body 


into a trench. An old darky was the, 
gravedlgger of the village, and when th\. 
demands on him became so great and no 
one seemed willing to share tbo task with 
him" ho was by common consent permitted 
to charge $10 for every body interred. He 
worked day and night, and when, months 
afterward, bis services wcro paid for his 
widow received §2,000. Had the old man 
lived through It all he might have received 
more than twice that sum, but ho died of 
cholera in the midst of it all, nnd ho wns 
buried in a trench he himself had dug. In 
ono day we burled 130 victims of the 
scourge. I don't believe there is anothci 
place in this country, considering its sit- 
uation in the .most healthful region thai 
can bo imagined, that ever was tbo victim 
of such a pestilential visitation as that. 
More than 800 persons died."—New Yorli 
Sun.

well known, the properties that produce 
asphyxiation, and, oven though tho vic- 
tims may survive the accident of Inhaling 
a large amount of gas, the headache, nan 
sea and prostration following such an ox 
perlenco are distressing in the extreme. It 
is often the case that people who livn In 
houses lighted by gas suffer serious conse- 
quences without being aware of it. They 
do not inhale enough to attract their at- 
tention, but tho poisonous vapor slowly 
but surely undermine* their health, pro- 
duces headaches, congestion and a long 
train of unsuspected evlla.— New York 


"" HUNTING FROM ELEPHANTS. 


A Kooently Tamed B /ait That Would 


Stand Any Chaff*. 


Mr. H?»W. Soton-Karr In The Century 


'tells of bis experiences when ''After Big 
Game In Africa and India." In the lat- 
ter country be hunted as the guest of tbo 
njnharajah of Kucli Bohar. Mr. Karr says: 


One of tho first things tlie Maharajah did 


after our arrival was to band to each guest 
a slip of paper on which was written the 
name of the elephant allotted to him for 
shooting purposes, which bore on its baok 
the structure known as a "howdah," to 
carry tho shooter and his guns. As these 
elephants were necessarily large and tho 
howdah is high, the oscillation was much 
greater than if one were seated upon a 
plain pad upon the elephant's back or on 
one of the smaller elephants, which have 
a smoother gait. We usually, therefore, 
went to tbe cover, or jungle, upon one of 
the "beating" or "pad" elephants, which 
afterward during the operations of the day 
were employed in a long line to force tho 
rhinoceroses and other animals out of the 
dense thickets in which they live. 
.- 


Tbe bowdah elephant which the ma- 


harajah allotted to mo was Scounder. 
Three years previously it was «n uncap- 
tured wild elephant ranging at liberty tho 
jungles of Bengal. It was a fine female, 
between 9 and 10 feet in height at thu 
shoulder, with short but perfect '.'tushes" 
projecting a few Inches beyond the upper 
lip. There are other elephants in tho 
niaharajah's stud which have been tamed 
more recently still. It was very gentle 
and obedient and < perfectly fearless and 
therefore very valuable as a shooting ele- 
phant—as, for example, on several occa- 
sions during the following three weeks it 
stood without flinching tbe charge oi 
wounded buffalo, tiger and rhinoceros, 
thus enabling me to take a steady shot. 
Almost all elephants show great fear of 
tbe Indian rhinoceros. There are few that 
will not turn tail when they scent their 
enemy and fewer still that will stand tbo 
crash and short snorts that precede tho 
charge. 


A bout breakfast time each morning the 


elephant told off for each guest was 
brought to the neighborhood of his tent 
nnd the howdah placed upon it, .resting 
upon a saddle composed of two cushions of 
strong sacking about G foot by 2, which 
rested In turn upon a largo cloth covering 
tho wholo of tho elephant's buck. The 
howdahs for shooting wo lightly built of 
wood and cane work and contain two scnt'i 
nnd racks to hold six guns or rifles, tbrco 
on each side. All this Is Jtvshed on by 
ropes iwssing under tho elephant's nock, 
belly and tail.

How a Soldier Taught the Youth a Leg-

Emory N. Yard, recently mayor of Tren- 


ton and one of its most respected citizens, 
has many reminiscences of the early days 
in Denver, where he passed part of his 
boyhood. 


"I was about 16 years old," he said, 


"•when I entered tbe general merchandise 
store of my uncle, the building being on 
one of the principal streets. My relative 
remarked to mo one day that it probably 
would fall to my lot to sue some things 
now and then that it would be well I 
should not see.

PEAFCLS AND 


-Treasures That Are Taken from the In- 


dian Ocean and Persian Gulf. 


In St. Nicholas Captain H. D. Smith of 


the United States revenue cutter servlco 
tells of his experiences, "Hunting For 
Shells," from the island of Ceylon to tho 
Dry Tortugas. Captain Smith says: 


Pearl shells are valuable, nnd fine speci- 


mens are hard to obtain. 
They, are found 


iu the Treamotee, Gambler and Tribual 
groups of Islands. The choicest come from 
Macassar. 
These are the white edged 


shells, worth (800 a ton, and ^rpm these 
tho finest pearl buttons are manufactured. 


The most celebrated pearl fisheries llo 


near the coast of Ceylon, tbo Persian gulf, 
and in tbe waters of Java and Sumatra. 
The Australian coast in tho neighborhood 
of Shank's bay and at Roebuck bay fur- 
nishes some very large shells, some of 
them weighing from two to three pounds 
each. T» fisheries of Bnja, gulf of. Cali- 
fornia, are very rich, Franco controlling 
the gems procured there. The, meat of the 
pearl oyster is readily bought by tho China- 
men, who dry tho leathery little bivalves or 
seal them up in cans and ship them to 
their countrymen in San Francisco. The 
pearl shells readily sell upon the spot at 
from $1.40 to $5 per pound. 


Pearls and tears have for ages been asso- 


ciated, and the magic virtues of tho pearl 
were held in high esteem In early times, 
as they are today with the East Indians. 


It Is said that Queen Margaret Tudor, 


consort of James IV of Scotland, previous 
to the battle of Flodden Field, had many 
presentiments of the disastrous issue ot 
that conflict, owing to a dream sbe had 
three nights in succession, that jewels and 
sparkling coronets were suddenly turned 
into pearls, which tbe superstitious be 
lleved were a sign of coming widowhood 
and of tears. 


Pearls are of various colors, and in In- 


dia the red pearls' wero highly prized by 
tho Buddhists, who used thorn in adorn- 
ing their temples. Pearls are formed to 
protect tbo shellfish. 
They arc dup to n 


secretion of shelly substance around some 
irritating particle, and their composition 
is the same as that of mother of pcail. 


VESUVIUS RAILROAD. 


The Cars Hauled by Cable Over Wooden 


Bails on tlie Mountain. 


Before one can get to tho Vesuvius rail 


way from Naples thcro is a journey of 15 
miles, which can best be performed by cnr- 
ringo. Thero Is no mistaking tho way, 
for there is tho mountain, showing a pillar 
of smoke by day and of flro by night 
At 


tho railway station we arc more than 2,500 
foot above tho pea level. 


Tho peculiarity of the Vesuvius railway 


is found in its construction, which consists 
of wooden stringers laid longitudinally 
and carrying a single rail, upon which 
ride tho central wheels of tho oar. 


There are, however, two other rails, 


placed on each side of tho sleeper, near its 
base. These side rails arc laid at an angle 
and aro adapted to wheols the nxlcs of 
which project from tho floor ot the coaches 
and boar closely against the rails on each 
side of the sleeper, thus keeping the oar- 
riugo firmly upright. 


There are two tracks, each being pro- 


vided with two endless cables, which con- 
sist of stoel ropes with hempen cord seven- 
eighths of an inch In din meter and con- 
structed of six strands, each composed of 
eight -wires. To the cars tho cables are 
attached by grips retained in posiWon by 
springs, to which are connected automatic 
brakes, by whoso action the curs can bo 
hold securely in case of accidents to tho 
oablo or the driving machinery. 


Should the weight of tho descending car 


overbalance that of the car going up tho 
brakes With which the trains nre equipped 
regulate the speed of the machinery. Tho 
cars are so contrived that tho passengers 
sit comfortably on horizontal seats with n 
level floor beneath their feet. The journey 
up or down only occupies 12 minutes, nnd 
tho carriages hold about a dozen passen- 
gers.—Philadelphia Press.

Origin of Table Utensils. 


A writer attempts to trace table x>tonslls 


—most of them of recent introduction— 
to their origin. The Romans, ho doolnrtis, 
took their meals lying upon very low 
couches, nnd It was not until about the 
time of Cbnrlemugno thnt n stand wna 
used around whirh guests were scntod on 
cushions, whllo tho table made its nppcur 
unco in the middle ages, and with it anno 
benches with backs. The Greeks and 'Ro1 
mans nto from a kind of porringer, yet 
during a portion of the middle ages slices 
of bread cut round took tho pluco of plates. 
Tho spoon is very ancient, nnd mnny fine 
specimens are in existence thnt wore used 
by tho Egyptians In tbe seventeenth cen- 
tury B. C. The knifu, though vory old, 
had not come into common USD ns n table 
utensil In tho tenth century. Tho fork 
-vvas nbsolutely unknown to the Greeks 
nnd Romnns, appeared ouly a curiosity in 
tho middle ages and was first used upon 
tho table by Henry III. Drinking cups— 
in the middle ages mado from metal more 
or less precious—naturally dated from tho 
remotest antiquity. Tho use of glasses 
from Venice began to be general In tho fif- 
teenth century. Saltcellars appeared at 
a very early date and occupied tho placo 
of honor at the banquetsof tho Greeks and 
Romnns, many of them being mado of 
gold nnd silver and r"ichly chased.—Jewel- 
ers' Circular.

BIG STORM IN THE WEST 


Great Damage In Michigan and 


Wisconsin. 


TWO HUHDRED HOUSES WBEOKED. 


Shcboy«T«m Gets "Worst of the 
Tor- 


nado—Eight Factories, 
Etc., De- 


stroyed—So LIOHH of Life Reported, 
However. 
^ 


Detroit, Aug. 21.—The entire lower 


peninsula of Michigan was swept by a 
severe electrical* storm yesterday after- 
noon. The damage to crops is imuieiibe. 
From all parts of the peninsula come 
reports of* standing grain beaten to the- 
ground and practically ruined. 
Scores 


of barns were struck by lightning ami 
burned with their contents, so that the 
loss to the fanners is very heavy. But 
oiie fatality has been reported.. Ferdi- 
nand Holtz, a young farmer, was struck 
by lightning near Mount Clemens anil 
instantly killed,. 
In Detroit the wind 


attained a velocity of 36 miles an hour, 
and hundreds of trees were blown down. 
The storm swept .down with cyclonic 
fury upon the catnp which had been 
pitched on the Boulevard for the bien- 
nial encampment of the 
Knights <>f 


Pythias and razed 1,000 of the 1,300 
tents to tho ground. Windows were bro- 
ken in all parts of the city by the wind 
and. rain, and upward of a dozen build- 
ings were struck by lightning. It xis esti- 
mated that the damage in Detroit alone 
will reach $25,000. 


At Sheboygnn, "\Vis-, eight large builtl- 


ings were completely wrecked, and 20') 
small .bouses were blown down, causing 
a loss of $300,000. 
,

At noon it wai as dark as night an<? in- 


tensely hot. A few moments before 1 
o'clock the storm broke, inm-asing in 
force until it became a tornudu. I'cople 
were thrown down and fences and .MKIIS 
hurleil hundreds of feet. 
The storm, 


which rapped for only ten minutes, was 
two miles wide and wrecked overythins 
in its path. 


Scenes of Hnvoc. 


The roof of the warehouse of tho 


Crocker Chair company was blown oft' 
and thrown against the factory, wreck 
ing the building. The street car barns 
were wrocked, and cars were smashed to 
pieces. The electric wires were all blown 
down. The tent of a horse and pony 
show was torn from the ground ami 
blown, away, leaving the animals to run j 
panic stricken through the city. Tho roof 
of the Sender brewety was lifted from 
the building and carried over ITiO yard-;. 
The American Folding Bed company'* 
plant was demolished, and the sheds in 
the A. Ximball & Sons' brickyards wen- 
blown down. The steeple of the Lutheran 
church was blown down on two resi- 
dences, smashing in the roofs. The Fourth 
ward schoolhonsc was completely wreck 
ed. The plant of the Ojitenberg A: Soniie- 
man company was partially \\iecUed. 
Others suffered heavy losses. 


The wind wre< Ued building after Innld 


Ing with the greatest rapidity, and there 
was little vvnrning of the approach of the 
storm. The people in every case, howcv 
er, were out of their houses before the 
storm struck, and tho«e who \\-eie hit by 
Hying debris were only slightly injure-1. 
In the factories the employees were i.i 
mauy cases bruised and cut from wreck- 
age. No one was killed.

If was only nbqutSfi years ago when the 


manufacture of women's ready to wenr 
clunks was In Ji« Jnfrmpy and the -trade 
was just beginning to be looked upon as a 
•staple, industry. Tho business at that time 
was carried on In ,a very crude and com- 
paratively ineffectual manner. .All gar- 
ments were cut over one'pnttern, there be- 
ing then no sueh thing as 
different 


si/cs. 
'Ihe^raceful linos which aro to be 


found in the creations of tho present time 
were not known. ,/Tbe' slender and the 
Ftout woman alike 'jwere obliged, to adopt 
tho same size cloak and be satisfied with 
the fit or alter it. 


The first cloaks made in assorted sizes 


were the productions of a firm consisting 
of two enterprising brothers of the name 
of Walter E. and Soth Corwin. The sizes 
introduced by this firm were distinguished 
by tho names of "large," "medium" and 
"small" and were about what are known 
now us 42, 38 and 34 measurements. This 
departure from the method of cloak man- 
ufauturing then in vogue not only created 
a sensation among manufacturers, but 
aroused condemnation as a foolish innova- 
tion. They nrgued that they already had 
trouble enough in making the one size 
only. 


This disposition to throw cold water on 


tho new method did not for a single mo- 
ment affect the determination of the Cor- 
win brothers. They went right along 
manufacturing assorted sizes, and in a 
very short time it became evident that 
they had unmistakably won public favor. 
Tho firm's business grew rapidly, and 
th*'ir orders soon became so large that they 
far exceeded their output. 


The enterprising cloak buyer found It 


necessary to his, interest to call upon the 
firm daily and sit in the shipping room, 
which was 'also tho showroom, and wait 
there for the garments to come down for 
shipment. 
They would literally fight for 


a part of the day's production, each trying 
to Kx-uro the lion's share. Naturally the 
Corwin brothers made money rapidly, and 
it. was not long before other manufacturers 
fell into lino and adopted the new method 
of assorted sizes. — Dry Goods Economist.

To tho Amer- 
ican parent this seems only a natural 
downfall. 
They remark cheerfully that 


they themselves began in a small way, and 
it will do tho young people no hnnn to ac- 
quire a similar experience, forgetting that 
in most crises their children have been ed- 
ucated to a much higher standard of onso 
than that of their own early life. They do 
not consider it obligatory to leave any thing 
tQ their children at death. 
They have 


used all they could accumulate during 
their own lifetime—let their children do 
the same. 
Tho results of tbe system aro 


crystallized in tho "American saying, 
"There nra but three generations from 
shirt sleeves to shirtsleeves/' Tho man 
who acquires wealth spends what he 
makes. His children, brought up in lux- 
ury, struggle unsuccessfully against con- 
ditions to which they are unused, and the 
grandchildren begin in their Fhirt sleeves 
to toil for tho wealth dissipated by the two 
preceding generations.—Elizabeth Bisland 
in North American Eeview.

Uncle Sant's First Postage Stamps. 
'In July, 1847, Uncle Sam issued Ma 


Irst postage stamps," writes Fannio Mack 
'jOthrop in Tho Ladies' Homo Journal. 
'In England, seven years before, Rowland 
Hill, 'father of the penny post,' introduced 
;he 'sticking plasters,' as the stamps were 
contemptuously called. John M. Niles, our 
lostmustor general at that time, tried 
leroicallv, but in vain, to move congress 
rO authorize stamps for this country. 
His 


successor. Cave Johnson, was more fortu- 
nate, and tho bill desired was approved on 
March 3, 1847, tho stamps not being issued, 
aowever, till August, though tho time ap- 
pointed was July 1. Only two values of 
the new stamps were introduced, in 1847— 


6 and a 10 cent stamp, bearing, respec- 


tively, tho portrait of Franklin in a bronze 
tint and Washington in black. 


"The flrst purchaser cf stamps in-tho 


United States was Henry Shaw, tho father 
of Henry Wheeler Shaw (bettor known as 
Josh Hillings, the1 humorist). Mr. Shaw 
was in the postmaster general's office on 
Aug. 6, 1847, when Sir. Johnson entered 
with tnc printer from whom ho had just 
received sheets of tho now stamps. 
Mr. 


Johnson passed a sheet to Mr. 'ShaW for 
Inspection. After giving the stamps a 
hasty glance Mr. Shaw, perhaps with an 
eye to future fame, took out his wallet, 
counted out 15 cents and purchased ono of 
each variety. 
Tho '5' ho kept as a curios- 


ity, tho '10' he presented to Governor 
Briggs as an appropriate gift." 


The Adventure of JIMKJ SprMff, the Dare- 


devil of Han-nT Harbor — A Xrf>(end of 
Long; Island—The Day* When Freeboot- 
ers Were Hpnored Citizens. 


In those early days when pirating was a 


trade in which men of standing in the 
community engaged, either openly or cov- 
ertly, there were some queer and startling 
happenings along the south coast of Long 
Island. Mora than a century ago tbe legend 
of Brick Houso creek was an heirloom in 
tho vicinity of Babylon. It had comedown 
from generation to generation in company 
with tho story of Deacon Tribulation 
Smith's conquest of Tackapausha, tbo 
Mnrsapongue sachem. 


It was in South Jerusalem that Thomas 


Johnson, more familiarly known as "old 
Colonel Tom," built .the flrst brick house 
on Long Island, which was then called 
Mattowacs. This brick house stood on tho 
best farm on the island, and in subsequent 
years it coma to <be regarded with a feeling 
of awe by tho Dutch residents of that 
region. "Old Colonel Tom" was a map of 
unquestioned prestige in the community. 
He enjoyed the respect and homage of his 
neighbors because ho insisted upon it. 
In 


the picturesque covo at thflmouth of Brick 
House creek lay a stanch cllppu? (milt 
schooner, carrying a, six pounder, n maga- 
zine of ammunition and a ruck of cut- 
lassos. This clipper built schooner mado 
occasional trips out into the ocean, and its 
return was invariably followed by neigh- 
borly festivities in honor of "old Colonel 
Tom's" prowessan'd increasing prosperity, 
On ijuch occasions the hardy crow of tho 
littlo schooner would bring out their cut- 
lasses nnd soour off certain dark spots with 
more- or less ostentation. 


Them wore honest and pious pooplo on 


tho island of Mattowacs in those iia>H, but 
none was disposed to rritioi.su tho doings 
of Ills neighbor, especially tho (.loin-is of 
snob a neighbor ns "old Colonel Tom." 
Tho trudo of "water merchant" was re- 
garded by popular sentiment as leniently 
as infractions of the excise law are now. 
In Smith's "History of New York" nniy 
be found this paragraph: "It is certain 
that tho pirates were supplied with provi- 
sions by tho people of Long Island, who 
for many years afterward were so infatu- 
ated with tho notion that members of that 
guild burlod great quantities of money 
along the const that there is bcnreo u point 
of land on tho island without tho murks 
of thuir'uuri sacra fames.' 
Some crudu 


lous people have ruined themselves by 
theso researches, and they propagated a 
thousand idle fables, current to tins day 
among our country formers." 


Tbe same historian is authority for tbo 


statement that "many worthy gentlemen" 
of that early period invested much prop- 
erty in divers small craft—1. e., bri-jian- 
tincs and cutters, wherewith they bcotirod 
tbo soa, paying visits unto other \Chseb 
and carrying on a general trade after iv 
very insistent and wholesale fashion. 
It 


is a matter of wholesale rocord that Or.p 
tain Kidd hud for his assoeititi's Lore' 
Chancellor Homers, the Dukn of "Shrew 
bury, tbe earls of Uomnoy and O.tford niu 
other oqtinlly illustrious individuals.

griwV cruel and bloodthirsty, and "tho ro 
Intlon of his deeds mado pooplu sblidder 
hotir," anil when bo died tho old briol 
house and Brick Houso crook Kccmud

On stormy nights th 


ghost of tho dead pirnto held high oarnivn 
in the house. 
Thu window of his bedroon 


wah always open. No earthly hand couli 
close it. Every Saturday night the wutor 
of Brick Houso creek emitted snlphurou 
lights and odors, and if any foolhardy fish 
erniun chanced to hook n lish in that croel 
on Saturday "there would bo n low, rum 
tiling noise, a smell of sulphur, and th 
fisherman's boat, would bo cast high iinr 
dry on tbo bunk." 


.Tauo Spruag, tho daredevil of Hungry 


harbor, laid a wager of a quart of rtn 
with Bon Storur that bo would go eoliiif 
alone in Brick Houso creok on a curtal 
Saturday night. June's Aunt Chnslit 
endeavored to dissuudo him, but bo shoo 
her oil and said "he'd be hanged if li 
wouldn't like to cotuo across,'old Colonel 
Tom.'" Jaao went. His neighbors and 
his frantic wifo searched for him all day 
uud all night Sunday, nnd It wns not un- 
til daybreak on Monday that they found1 
him lying unconscious In (iho bottom of; 
bis skiff, which was high and dry on a 
cliff iv milo away. 


When he camo to himself, Jane told- 


amid shudders and moans of a horrible ex- 
perience. Ho had met tho ghost of old 
Colonel Tom ana had beon taken out to 
sea on a specter pirnto ship. Tho fiendish 
ghost had compelled him to slay old pooplo 
in cold blood and torture and mutilate 
children. 
JTinnlly ho rebelled ut 
HODIU 


atrocious command, and tho pirnto'sghost, 
summoned four devils with wings of bluo 
flame,, who threw him Into his skill and 
boro him to tho oliff whero he was found. 


.Tauo Sprang lived for many -years in 


Jerusalem South after that eventful night, 
and he told his story over and over again, 
sever varying it as to details. His chil- 
dren repeated tho narrative, and their chil- 
dren and grandchildren told it after them. 
Thus was perpetuated tho legend of Brick 
Houso creok.—Now York Times.

On the first named cases 
he was found guilty and was fined $10 
and costs on each complaint and on the 
other two he was held under §400 bonds 
for the grand jury. 
After being con- 


victed he brought the courier charges 
above named, against Cooper and Barn- 
aby, and tboyJwere put under $300 and 
$100 bonds, respectively, for their ap- 
pearance iu police court Tuesday morn- 
ing for trial. The alleged assaults oc- 
curred three days before the complaints 
were sworn out. 


Philbrook was not on hand to prose- 


cute the cases, and to save further 
trouble he will himself move out of 
Stratham. 
Arrangements have been 


mode whereby he will leave the town 
and pay the costs of the criminal action 
hanging over him, so that they will not 
be presented to the grand jury.
